As Congress bos under consideration Mr.

lMs's proposition to construct a ship railway

Tho following
Is a history of somo of tho grants or concessions
mado by tho Mexican authorities to tbo adven-
turous Americans and others:

Cortcz's chief ambition seems to hiuro been
to construct a highway between tho two
oceans, 1524. It was bo who conceived tho
Idea or a lucrotlro speculation by means of a
road over thu isthmus to supply Spain with
tho spices of tho llast Indies, ana tho products
vt such new regions as ho expected to dis-
cover.

A century later citizens ot Oax&ca prosentcd
a petition to tho vlcoroy, under Spain, ol
Mexico. In It tboy nlso suggest that a canalor
road bo constructed across tbo Uthmns.

The Spanish cortcs authorized tbo opening of
a canal across tho Isthmus on tho SOtu day of
April. 1811.
